Negroes File 
~ Back to Work | 


BULAWAYO (Reuters) — A 
general strike of Negro work- 
ers in protest against the seiz- 
ure of independence by Ian 
Smith's white-minority Rhode- 
sian government appeared to 
have petered out here today, 
the third day of the protest. 

Negro workers streamed into 
this city, Rhodesia’s main in- 
dustrial centre, from their 
j townships. 

Shots were heard in the centre 
of Bulawayo Tuesday night, but 
no further incidents were re- 
ported during the night. The 
shooting was unexplained. 

Police and other official de- 
partments have refused to give 


details of incidents to the press. 

Police opened fire Tuesday 
on a crowd which was stoning 
a bus in Mpopoma Township, 
killing one Negro. His death 
was the first known killing in 
disturbances arising from 
Rhodesia’s unilateral declara- 
tion of independence from Brit- 
ain Noy. 1, 


Police also used tear-gas as 
incidents broke out between 
pickets and non-strikers. 

More than 50° Negroes sus- 
pected of intimidating other Ne- 
groes were arrested. Absentee- 
ism Tuesday was estimated at 
60 per cent.

side Rhodesia grows uglier 
daily, competent economic experts 
say that evén with more stringent 
boycotts such as called for in the 
United Nations, the Smith govern- 
ment can last until spring or early 
summer without feeling too great a 
pinch, 

Even the embargo on petroleum 
products is not expected to create a 
great difficulty for the rebel gov- 
ernment. The country uses less than 
9,000 barrels of oi] a day—about a 
fifth as much as British Columbia— 
and oil runs a distant third to coal 
and hydro-electric power as a source 
of industrial energy. 

There is a further complication 
in the oil embargo. Rhodesia’s Um-~- 
tali refinery not only produces all 
the petroleum products used in that 
country but also the 4,500 barrels 
daily required by neighboring Zam- 
bia. Embargoing oil to Rhodesia also 
cuts off oil to Zambia. 

Oil sanctions would be difficult 
to enforce in any event since few 
people doubt that sufficient supplies 
to meet essential needs could be 
smuggled into Rhodesia via South 
Africa and Portuguese Mozambique. 

Before the independence declara- 
tion, there was speculation that lack 
of foreign exchange:could bring 
the Smith government to its knees 
within a few weeks. It has since 
been revealed, however, that Rho- 


desia took the precaution well in 


advance of moving at least a quar- 
ter of its reserves out of reach of 
the British freeze action. 

The Rhodesian tobacco crop, on 
which the country depends for the 
largest share of its export earnings, 
may be difficult to market. How- 
ever, the next marketing is not until 
June. 

So far as Rhodesia’s internal 
affairs are concerned, there seems 
little doubt that the well-armed 
police, militia and regular armed 
forces can keep dissidents in line 
although it may be a nasty and 
bloody business. 

What is going to come out of this 
is a dawning realization that, con- 
trary to many critics of the Smith 
regime, there is not much chance 
that the rebels will-be brought 
quickly to heel without armed inter- 
vention from outside the country. 

For some months at least, then, 
Rhodesia can be counted on to irri- 
tate the feelings not only of the 
newly-independent African states 
but of many other countries as well, 
before economic sanctions show 
much appreciable effect. During this 
period the demands for more direct 
action could continue to mount in 
the United Nations and elsewhere. 
How long Britain’s call for patience 
and understanding in handling the 
situation will be respected may 
become a critical question. 


Zoning Through Bankruptcy 


PEAKING AT A LOCAL REAL 
estate meeting here the other 
day, Professor Philip White of the 
University’ of British Columbia's 
commerce department argued that 
cities could well afford to abolish 
their zoning bylaws. 


“There exists in every city a 
natural zoning law,” he said. “The 
key to that law is that businessmen 
want to put land to its most profit- 
able use. That means building where 
the public wants a building. If it is 
built where the publie doesn’t like it, 
they just will not use it.” 


If building and zoning were 
purely economic matters it might be 
possible to go along with Professor 
White in part of his theory. As a 
general rule businessmen do want to 
put land to its most profitable use. 
But what is profitable is not neces- 
sarily desirable from the viewpoint 
of a neighborhood or a city as a 
whole. The public opposition to at- 
tempts to intrude commercial build- 
ings into- residential areas, to erect 
high-rises where they will shut out 
the sunlight from established build- 
ings, is certainly evidence of this. 

_The other part of Professor 
White’s argument—that if buildings 
are not put where the public wants 
them, they will not be used—is simi- 
larly only a partial consideration.

They are not used, not 
properly maintained, fall into neglect 
and blight the whole area in which 
they are located. 

Professor White maintained that 
in areas where zoning bylaws were 
non-existent, quite orderly develop- 
Since he 
failed to define his term of “quite 
orderly” it is only possible to specu- 
late on what he meant. City plan- 
ners seem to be unanimously in 
agreement—and most people will 
have observed this themselves— that 
where zoning bylaws are non-exist- 
ent, development is anything but 
orderly. Most large cities on this 
continent, for instance, are cursed 
with ribbons of blight on every 
major exit highway and “jungles” 
of tarpaper shacks mingled with 
chicken farms, drive-in movies, ab- 
attoirs and auto boneyards on their 
boundaries. 

Zoning bylaws are often imper- 
fect instruments with which to effect 
orderly growth but this may be 
because they are not well planned 


_ to take future expansion into ac- 


count. It is difficult, however, to 
imagine anyone seriously arguing 
that the zoning concept should be 
done away with in favor of pure 
economic determinism. 


We Could Learn From Virginia 


MANY PEOPLE IN THE 
~ state have failed to appreciate 
the historic comment of Captain 
John Smith that “Heaven and earth 
never agreed to frame a better place 
for man’s habitation than Virginia”. 
In consequence, industrialization 
and a heavy concentration of popu- 
lation have made serious inroads 
into Virginia’s open spaces—to such 
an extent that a state commission 
has now called for the creation of 
three times as many parks by the 
early part of the next century. 
Counterparts of Captain Smith 
on Vancouver Island and in British 
Columbia have no doybt. para- 


phrased the words of the -distin- 
guished colonizer. But unless their 
words are taken more to heart than 
were his, the people of this part 
of the world could be confronted by 
the situation now facing Virginia. 

The moral of the story is clear. 
The best time to preserve areas for 
parks development is before they 
are cut up and turned over to pri- 
vate interests, This may once more 
prompt local questions to the pro- 
vincial parks minister about his in- 
tentions relative to Mr. Arthur 
Laing’s invitation to join in the 
creation of a national park on the 
Pacific. 


Through Liberalism to Socialism? 


AN AMERICAN STUDENT OF 

British politics says that Brit- 
ain’s Chancellor of the. Exchequer 
has confirmed the fact that the 
Labor government will nationalize 
the steel industry when the govern- 
ment has a big enough majority in 
the Commons to do it. In the mean- 
time, the government will trim sails 
and steer a Liberal course—at least 
until the next election. 

This, the commentator argues, 
indicates that the socialists hope to 
be re-elected on a largely Liberal 
platform so that Labor can enact 
strongly socialist legislation. 


There may be more to this than 
an engaging paradox. It may offer 
proof that there is a Liberal plat- 
form and program in Britain. Dur- 
ing recent years readers this far 
from the scene have been assured 
that British Liberals are very earn- 
est, very progressive, but follow as 
the party program what each indi- 
vidual Liberal wants to believe to 
be the program. If the American 
commenator is correct, Mr. Jo Gri- 
mond’s people are not quite so nebu- 
lous in their concepts as some would 
have us suppose.

He meant, I suppose, that both the 
“Left and the ‘“‘Right,’’ at their ex- 
tremes were determined to impose some 
kind of authority on the indivdual, for 
his own good, of course. A weird 
synthesis of opposites rounds a complete 
circle when Mr. Douglas, the champion 
of the poor, links himself with Mr. 
Gordon, the millionaire. As Wilfred 
Laurier exclaimed in another connec- 
tion, ‘What a salad!’’ 

One doubts that the Canadian people 
are sufficiently wise, or foolish, to fallow 
such a precious, abstract debate of 
ideologies. To the ordinary man it sounds 
rather like the argument at the Mad 
Hatter’s tea party. And what on earth 
has it to do with the practical, mundane 
business now confronting the nation? 
Very little, really, except as a harmless 
escape from reality, a safety valve for 
our national frustration. 


An Opposition Luxury 


Only statesmen in opposition can 
afford this luxury. Those in office must 
face the hard facts of our political 
system, and the central fact is that the 
system cannot be ideological or it will 
break under the strain. It is not a 
struggle of abstractions, but an untidy 
bundle and ragbag of inconsistencies, a 
nightmare to the logician. Still, it has 
certain advantages over other systems.

Sanctions, But How Stiff? 


HE ‘resolution on Rhodesia, finally 

~ passed by the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council Saturday after eight days of 
continuous haggling, 
could mean every- 
thing or nothing, de- 
pending on how it is 
acted upon. Most Af- 
ricans, convinced they 
have been had by the 
big powers, think it 
will mean nothing. It : 
is a “compromise” }¢ . ste 
resolution — in other a d 
words a toothless ver- 
sion of a tough resolu- 
tion originally presented on behalf of the 
African states. Instead of decisions, it 
contains only requests. 

The original African resolution was 
presented by the Ivory Coast, now rep- 
resenting Africa on the council, and sup- 
ported by all 17 Afro-Asian states which 
appeared before the council to speak. 

It would have formally determined 
that the Smith Regime’s illegal seizure 
of independence is “‘a threat to interna- 
fional peace and security.’’ The compro- 
mise resolution merely determines that 
it is a matter of “grave concern.’”’ The 
difference is important. 


Purser 


Buck Passing 


The original wording would have con- 
formed to Article 39 of the UN Charter 
and paved the way for military enforce- 
ment action under Articles 42 and 43, 
which also would have been decided upon 
had the African resolution been approved. 

But the compromise version contains 
no mention. of these ur any other pro- 
visions of the Charter’s Chapter seven, 
covering “action with respect to threats 
to the peace.”” It omits the African call 
for British or UN force to put down the 
Rhodesian racist rebellion. It, instead, 
passes the buck for any use of force to 
the feeble Organization of African Unity 
under Chapter eight of the Charter, 
which authorizes ‘“‘regional arrange- 
ments” to deal with peace and security 
matters in specified areas. 

The compromise resolution also omits 
an African demand for all states to im- 
pose against Rhodesia “a complete in- 
terruption of economic relatiops, inchud- 
ing an embargo on supplies oil and 
petroleum products, and of rail, sea, air, 
postal, telegraphic, radio and other 
means of communication.” It merely re- 
quests all states to “do their utmost” to 
break economic relations, including the 
supply of oil and petroleum products. 


Toned Down 


The African demand that the rebellion 
“be immediately crushed” is toned down 
to a simple request, with no time ele- 
ment, that Britain “‘quell” the rebellion. 
The direct demand that Britain suspend 
the 1961 Rhodesian Constitution and es- 
tablish majerity rule under “one man, 
ene vote’, becomes a request. that Bri- 
tain “‘take immediate measures in order 
to allow the people of Southern Rhodesia 


to determine their own future... 
Britain now is asked only to take ee 
propriate measures to eliminate the 
Smith Regime’s authority. But Africa’s 
detailed demands are gone. To Africans, 
the final resolution is one vast loophole. 


It was drafted chiefly by the Security 
Council's two Latin American members, 
Bolivia and Uruguay, to.bridge the huge 
gap between the Ivory Coast resolution 
and a short British resolution that would 
merely have had the council voice sup- 
port for measures already taken by Bri- 
tain. In the process, the Latin Americans 
came up with a resolution having much 
the tone but little of the substance of the 
Ivory Coast entry. 


Continuing Review 


What allowed the Africans to accept 
the compromise and through. their accep- 
tance to head off the danger of a Soviet 
veto, was a closing. paragraph in which 
the council ‘‘decides to keep the question 
under review in order to examine what 
other measures it may deem necessary 
to take.” In other words, the whole can 
of worms that is Chapter seven of the 
Charter can be opened again at any time 
the Africans decide things are going from 
bad to worse in Rhodesia. 

The Africans had no choice but to 
accept a weak resolution. A strong one 
would have been vetoed by Britain, pos- 
sibly throwing the whole issue into the 
boiling cauldron of the General Assem- 
bly. 

It is not the absence of a call for force 
that most seriously annoys the Africans. 
Few of them really believed Britain 
could be made to send its army into 
Rhodesia to throw Mr. Smith out. What 
they genuinely cannot understand is the 
apparent unwillingness of Britain, and 
indeed the West in general, to impose 
total economic sanctions against Rho- 
desia. 

Britain regards it as_a_matter of in- 
ability, not unwillingness. The limited 
measures earlier announced by Britain— 
banning of tobacco imports and capital 
exports, etc. — are those whose effective- 
ness Britain feels it can assure. 


Africans Disappointed 


Although Britain allowed diluted men- 
tion of an oil embargo, about which the 
Africans feel especially strongly, to creep 
into the compromise resolution, Britain 
doubts that itself or the West can prevent 
oi. from entering Rhodesia via the Por- 
tuguese pipeline. And éven if oil could 
be barred from Rhodesia, this would 
mean cutting off supplies to friendly 
Zambia which is supplied from Rho- 
desia’s refinery. 

So the Africans, unable in the fore- 
seeable future to mount a liberation army 
or impose effective sanctions of their 
own, are disappointed. If the measures 
now being taken do succeed in bringing 
down the Smith regime, the Africans 
will be astonished. And, one suspects 
here, even the British will be somewhat 
surprised. 


:-Right 


It works better than any of them. 

It won’t work well, however, it will” 
hardly work at all, if political leaders 
as intelligent as Mr. Douglas pretend 
that a man must be on the ‘Right,’ 
and hence on the side of evil, because 
he questions the divine wisdom of the 
state. It would be just as accurate to 
say that Mr. Douglas, being on the 
“Left,”’ intends to crush the human per- 
son under the juggernaut of government. 

A sensible citizen, rejecting these 
caricatures of the system, will not refuse 
to let private enterprise do something 
else, and do it efficiently, because some- 
one makes a profit (to be heavily taxed 
and the remainder spent to swell the 
general prosperity}. 

The true test, in all these choices, is 
not whether a policy is on the ‘Right’ 
or the “Left” but whether it will get 
results. Unfortunately we have been too 
much occupied with irrelevancies of late 
to make that test. We have been dis- 
tracted from practical decisions by the 
ideologists on both sides of a gulf exist- 
ing only in their feverish imagination— 
the socialists who can see no good in 
private enterprise because it is private, 
the private enterprisers who think that 
government should do nothing because 
it is public. 


Irrelevant 


Before many months are out we shall 
find that debate in these terms is no 
more relevant to our business than the 
angels dancing on the old schoolmen's 
head of a pin. For assuredly choices 
must soon be made, not between pure 
ideologies but in grimy dollars and cents. 

The disagreeable truth is that with 
all our opulence we can't do everything 
we would like to do, either in govern- 
ment or private enterprise. We lack the 
required money, which is to say that 
we lack the materials, manpower and 
machinery. Until more of them are 
available we must do what we can and 
decide what things we wish to do first. 

Premier Roblin is the only practising 
politician, so far as I know, who has 
dared to tread the forbidden ground 
and he hasn’t moved very far, lest he 
embarrass his beloved party leader. So 
far as he goes, however, Mr. Robiin is 
quite correct in saying that we must 
make up our minds about priorities. 

Which, he asks, should come first— 
education, social welfare or investment 
in industry, the sole means of financing 
any public service? Where should our 
money be spent, and in what sums? 


Question Unanswered 


No one has answered Mr. Roblin, 
least of all in the recent election cam- 
paign, where the main purpose of all 
parties was to avoid his question. Yet it 
is the only question that matters in our 
domestic politics and comprehends all 
others. 

Slowly, clumsily, almost blindly, we 
are creeping up on it in a bewildered 
Parliament but we shall not reach it in 
time to prevent exceedingly unpleasant 
consequences if we stop to listen to the 
ideologists. Those Ancient Mariners with 
their glittering eyes and chattering 
microphones offer nothing except the 
meaningless catchwords of “Right” and 
“Left” when a free society, by definition, 
must always move down the centre.

To Feed Self

‘THE Johnson administration is stirring 


its closely-calculated tactic of using sur- 
plus food to force the Indians to move 
constructively to meet their own agricul- 
tural requirements.’ 

<Mr- Johnson has provoked the indians 
by refusing since June to make any 
new, long-range commitments of food. 
All sales under P.L. 480 are being re- 
stricted to a 30-day basis which reflects 
the determination of officials here to 
require the Indians to take realistic steps 
in agriculture as they: draft their new 
five-year plan. 

The crucial need Pict these steps was 
impressed on Washington last spring 
when India conveyed her 1966 require- 
ments for some eight million tons of U.S. 
wheat. This is almost one-fourth of 
America’s total crop. The Indians could 
be reaching by 1975 for 16 million tons, or 
almost half the total production, if they 
improve their economy without expanding 
their domestic food supply. — 


Sharp Prod 


India’s tendency to take American 


’ food for granted and her disinclination 


to spend resources to improve her ag- 
ricultural economy prompted President 
Johnson and his aides to decide that a 
sharp prod was necessary. Some In- 
dians now claim that American food is 
being used to force them into a settle- 
ment on Kashmir but the food diplomacy 
is totally unrelated to the efforts to es- 
tablish peaceful relations between India 
and Pakistan. 

The American prod is less sharp than 
one which the late Prime Minister Nehru 

posed in 1949. ~ 

“I think the very ease with which we 
have been able to get foodstuffs from 
abroad has rather prevented us from 
facing the problem properly,” he said 
then. “I think we should think in terms 
of not getting any food at all from abroad 
after a certain period—let us put it at 
two years, I should not add a day more 
—and just make up our minds that we 
shall live on the food that we produce 
after two yéars or die in the attempt.” 

Sixteen years later India leans on for- 
eign suppliers for eight per cent of its 
food and the gap is widening. The Indian 
yield per acre of rice is only one-third 
the yield in Japan. Fertilizer production 
is far. short of the program goals and 
the subsidy system has not been adapted 
to the reality that even peasant farmers 
must have economic motivations, 


Agricultural Lag 


The leaders are not alone at fault. 
The focus of India’s energies has been 
concentrated on industrialization. Ma- 
terial resources have been applied to 
prestige projects like steel mills instead 
of, irrigation dams. College graduates 
have eschewed agriculture as unworthy 
of their talents. The farmers who com- 
prise some 70 per cent of the population 
are doing what they have done for cen- 
turies while the city dwellers nurse an 
assumption that agriculture will move 
forward on its own if the economy 
gathers momentum. 

A major obstacle is the lack of fer 
tilizer. In 1965 the Indians decreed an 
industrial policy which reserved the pro- 
duction of fertilizer for government 
plants. This policy stemmed from the 
Fabian socialism which permeates the 
Indian bureaucracy and from fear of the 
ruthlessness of private entrepreneurs. 
The consequence has been inadequate 
capacity and inefficient production. 

Clear signs that India will need fo 
quadruple its fertilizer production in the 
next five years and estimates that this 
will cost over $1.5 billion in foreign ex~ 
change have moved the Indians to take 
a new look at their policy. The U.S. 
AID agency declines to help the Indians 
with government plants until they dem- 
onstrate a readiness to negotiate open 
mindedly for private foreign investment. 


Fertilizer Stalemate 


The present state of their open-mind 
edness was called into question by their 
failure to reach agreement with the 
Bechtel Company, an American concern 
which formed a consortium that was pre- 
pared to invest $500 million in Indian 
fertilizer facilities. The terms included 
guarantees and concessions which caused 
some to feel that the American com- 
panies were too greedy. Others argue 
that the Indians need fertilizer so urgent- 
ly that they should have been willing to 
meet even unreasonable terms. 

However, other negotiations are pro- 
gressing and a break-through on fertilizer 
may be possible. The food minister, C. G, 
Subramaniam, is a realistic fellow who 
understands that research, insecticides, 
seed development, and the education of 
farmers in fertilizer techniques must all 
precede a new era of agricultural pro- 
ductivity. 

The danger of Mr. Johnson's ploy is 
that the Indians will flare under the 
pressure of an uncertain food supply and 
declare that they would rather starve 
than take dictation from Washington. But 
this risk is a minor factor in an impor- 
tant opportunity to bring the Indians 
face-to-face with their obligation to 


themselves.

many Asian intellectuals who 
are becoming increasingly 
concerned over the West’s— 
and America’s in particular— 
misunderstanding of Asia, a 
tragic misunderstanding which 
they see as a huge stumbling 
block toward any possible 
mutual and lasting under- 
standing between East and 
West. 

Naturally enough, in any dis- 
cussion of Asia's attitudes to- 
ward the West the question of 


the nature of Asian anti- 


Americanism inevitably 
arises. 

But what does the ambigu- 
ous question really mean? 
Does anti- Americanism, in 
fact, mean pro-Communism? 
And, conversely, does anti- 
Communism, in fact, mean 
pro-Americanism? 

In a word, say the Asian 
scholars: No. 

There's much more to It 
than that. 

One of Asia’s most re- 
spected scholars, Dr. Carlos 
P. Romulo,’ president of the 
University of the Philippines 
—who is one of the West's 
most ardent supporters as 
well as one of its harshest 
critics — tackles the intricate 
subject in his excellent article, 
“The Asia America Does Not 
Know.” 


Provincial 


In it he lambastes the 
United States for being pro- 
vineial in its attitudes toward 
Asia, for regarding democ- 
racy as a special product 
manufactured and patented in 
America alone, for dis- 
tributing largess in under- 
developed countries as some 
form of very special favor and 
for failing to comprehend and 
accept, the growing tide of 
Asian nationalism and the 
emergence of an Asian con- 
sciousness. 

What Americans don't 
realise, he adds, is that de- 
mocracy is not an exclusive 
American property, that to 
affirm democracy is not to 
be pro-American, and that 
anti-Americanism in Asia is 
not necessarily directed 
against America or Ameri- 
cans, 

Writes Dr. Romulo: 

“The fact is that the so- 
called anti-Americanism in 
Asia is not directed so much 
against. America and Ameri- 
cans as it is against some of 
their cultural milieu...

. . What America has to 
learn, it seems, is “that Asian 
willingness to accept: Ameri- 
ean assistance and the readi- 
ness of Astans to seek the ad- 
vice of American experts does 
not mean a _ concomitant 
readiness to follow blindly 
America's official attitudes 
and policies.” | 

And, he continues: 

“The error resulting from 
the unexplained ambiguity of 
anti-Americanism also occurs 
in regard to pro-American - 
ism. 

“It is also a result of re- 
garding the things which 
America affirms as endemic- 
ally American, an exclusive 
property and aspect of 
American civilization, 

“Totalitarian Communism 
does not accept any deviat- 
tion. Rigidity controls the 
Communist attitude: right ac- 
tion means complete con- 
formity with the official doc- 
trine. 

“But this cannot be so with 
democraey because its very 
essence is the liberal imag- 
ination and its actuality rests 
on the principle of tolerance 
of differences. 

“What is suggested here is 
that democracy is not an ab- 
solute thing, not even a na- 
tional property. 


Must Yield 


“Tt is a concept that can be 
made to yield to the necssities. 
of a particular social context— 
to affirm democracy is not 
to be pro-American.” 

Thus, explains Dr. Romulo, 
Asians quite naturally recoil 
in horror from the precon- 
ceived American attitude that 
any Asian leader who affirms 
the democratic way of” life 
must be pro-American, and 
that Asian countries who be- 
lieve in democracy -niust be 
pro-American because democ- 
racy is the American way of 
life and what’s good for 
Amercians must be good for 
everyone. 

“We seek friendship rather ' 
than favor,’’ he writes, “we 
seek advice but not dictation. 
We study technology and we 
send our young men to the 
West because we wish to 
learn and not to imitate. 

“Immediately after we 
achieved our independence we 
realized that if Asians were 
ever to try. to duplicate West- 
ern life, the duplicate was 
bound to be a forgery... 
It is an error for Americans 
to regard Asia as a recipient 
of independence from _ the 
West.” 

Dr. Romulo praises the 
West's technological and cul- 
tural contributions to Asia and 
cultural exchanges between 
Asian and Western students 
and scholars. 

“But,"" he cautions, “the 
presence of a few Asian 
scholars in some Western uni- 


’ teday,”” he writes, 


versities and conferences be- 
tween leaders, intellectuals 
and members of the profes- 
sions: are hot enough to pro- 
vide the basis of a complete 
understanding of our contin- 
nent.” 

Here the Philippine scholar 
devastatingly takes to task 
the American press and asks 
how it will ever be possible 
for Westerners to understand 
Asia so long as the American 
press continues to misinform 
the public and some political 
leaders in its blind insistence 
that anything anti-American 
in Asia must, therefore, be 
pro-Communist? 

A proper understanding of 
the emergence of Asian na- 
tionalism, Dr. Romulo stg- 
gests, is the only key toward 
a mature understanding of 
Asia by the West. 


. . . 
Life Spirit 
And, he explairs, Asian na- 
tionalism is now seeking to 
change the old power struc- 
ture of politics to conform to 
contemporary needs of Asia's 
differing societies; and Amer- 
ica and the West must be 
prepared to regard these 
changes as part of Asia’s 
Zrowth and social develop- 
ment —the breakthrough of 
new life within the decadent 
framework of Asian societies 
constructed by former West- 
ern colonial regimes. 


“What is happening in Asia 
“4s the re- 
assertion of the rebellious 
spirit of life itself. With the 
incerasing impacts of the 
effects of the industrial revo- 
Jution upon our cultural milieu 
we are being roused from the 
languor that was the effect of 
colonialism.” 

And, unleashing a final de- 
vastating salvo of ammunition 
against the West, the proud 
aml passionate Dr, Romulo 
concludes his convincing argu- 
ment: 

“What is happening among 
Asian intellectuals is a pas- 
sionate striving for a universal 
consciousness. It can be said 
that the same passion to uni- 
versalize minds is the com- 
mon concern of every intellec- 
tual anywhere in the world. 

“By regarding this univer- 
salization as subversive of the 
democratic order, or, anti- 
American, or pro-Communist 
is to reveal a provincialism 
which indeed should be a point 
for critcism.

Rigid View 

“It is also to betray the lib- 
eral imagination by interpret- 
ing the contemporary situation 
only in the rigid terms of the 
Cold War. . . . The recent con- 
fusion of the Western image 
of Asia after several Asian 
countries gained independence 
is the reduction, indeed ad 
absurdum, of the Asian inde- 
pendent states to battlegrounds 
on which the antithetical con- 
cepts of democracy and Com- 
munism must fight.

Africans Appreciate 
Aid Without Strings

Canada’s no-strings assist- 
ance wins her a considerable 
amount of trust from the 
emerging African countries. 
Joseph MacSween of The 
Canadian Press tells how 
Canada looks to the Africans 
of several countries. 


DAR ES SALAAM — The 
story goes that when news 
broke of a big Tanzania-Zam- 
bia railway project, two Caria- 
dian experts were found ex- 
amining the scheme at 
opposite ends of the line. 

They were Prof. Cranford 
Pratt of the University of 
Toronto, then special advisor 
here to Tanzania President 
Julius Nyerere, and Prof. 
Gordon Goundry of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, then chief 
economic adviser to the Zam- 
bian government. 

The story is cited here to 
illustrate the high degree of 
trust accorded Canadians by 
new African countries. Can- 
ada’s “‘without strings’’ exter- 
nal aid appears to be winning 
numerous friends — though 
suggestions for improvement 
were heard on an African 
tour. 

Canada has some 125 ad- 
visers in former British East 
Africa alone — Tanzania, 
Uganda and Kenya — com- 
pared with 45 in March, 1964. 
There are 80 advisers in 
Ghana. Nearly 170 East Afri- 
cans are studying in Canadian 
colleges under the aid pro- 
gram. 


Diamonds, Roads 


Canadians are looking into 
Ghana's diamond prospects 
and also helping with its 
Volta dam project, television 
network and road transport 
system, 

They are engaged in aerial 
mapping of Tanzania and Ni- 
geria, making forest inventor- 
ies in Kenya and Nigeria, do- 
ing a natural gas survey in 
Nigeria and probing Uganda's 
terrain for minerals. 

“Your country is a Western 
country, but it is one of the 
few which are not too doc- 
trinaire,’’ said Nyerere, ex- 
plaining why Tanzania turned 
to Canada for army and air 
force training. 

Tanzania, termed the “bad 
boy”’ of East Africa because 
it accepted aid from China, 
has seen how Canada has 
been providing military in- 
structors for Ghana since 
1961, although the Ghana 
regime is unpopular in West- 
ern circles. 

Col. H. E. C. Price of Que- 
bee, commander of the 30- 
man Canadian military con- 
tingent in Dar es Salaam, 
says that “everything is go- 
ing extremely well.”’ The 48- 
year-old Price served in New- 
foundland- before coming to 
the tropics 

All now is spit-and-polish at 
the Colito barracks where a 
shortlived army mutiny last 
year threatened the Nyerere 
government and, coupled with 
concurrent mutinies in Kenya 
and Uganda, aroused fears of 
revolution in East Africa. The 
trouble was quelled by the 
British army. 


Purely Advisory 

Canda’s role is assisting in 
the founding of _a military 
academy. Price’s part is pure- 
ly advisory and instructional. 

Canada’s program is slanted 
primarily to the economic and 
social fields. The main empha- 
sis in education is “people, 
not dollars.” For instance, 
total aid to Tanzania, Kenya 
and Uganda last year amount- 
ed to $? 000,000. 

“Canada probably gets 
more mileage out of its pro- 
gram, which really isn’t all 
that big, than any country 
with the possible exception of 
Israel,” said one Western 
diplomat. 

Some sources say it is un- 
fortunate that Ottawa aid is 
*"100-per-cent tied’ to Cana- 
dian goods and services. Ca-

* Diplomats say Canada 
stands up well by comparison 
with other Western countries, 
which generally are slow to 
react by comparison with the 
Communist countries. One 
welcome aspect is that Cana- 
dian help is given without 
ideological strings. 

Canadian diplomats and aid 
officials favor the “project ap- 
proach.’ Aid is not dissipated 
and, incidentally, the recipient 
country is more pointedly 
aware of it. 


Upgrading 

An example is the 600-student 
Dar es Salaam Technical Col- 
lege, where Canada provides 
manpower and $200,000 worth 
of equipment, as well as tak- 
ing African teachers to Ca- 
nadian institutions to upgrade 
their qualifications. 

“The point is, if the Cana- 
dians aré here for a certain 
number of years, they will not 
leave a vacuum on depar- 
ture,” said J. C. Quinn, 49, 
of Toronto, ‘‘project leader’ 
at the school which has 22 
Canadian teachers. 

In both East and West Af- 
rica, Canada is providing an 
essential tooi of development 
through mapping and aerial 
photography. In Kenya, aid is 
keyed to forestry, while in 
Uganda geology and fisheries 
are important. A $25,000 gill- 
netter now plying Lake Vic- 
toria, was transported from 
Vancouver, the last 800 miles 
by rail from Mombasa. 

“Canada is doing its share,”” 
said Adoko Nekyon, Uganda’s 
minister of planning. ‘‘We 
don’t care so much about the 
amount of aid a country gives.

By becoming 
(with a few personally chosen 
associates) the main supplier 
of political ideas to Lester 
Pearson, he re-oriented the 
Liberal party from its_pro- 
business outlook of the St. 
Laurent period to its social 
welfare emphasis of today. 

The Canada Pension Pian, 
the medicare scheme, the 
scholarship plan, the stress 
on economic planning, the 
Canada Development Corpor- 
ation—these and other mea- 
sures became party policy 
under his, auspices. But his 
most enduring contribution 
will no doubt be the alarm 
he sounded over the potential 
dangers of large-scale Amer- 
ican investment in Canada. 

Instead of following the ex- 
ample of most politicians and 
merely preaching that Cana- 
dians must acquire a greater 
measure of control over their 
economy, Gordon was impru- 
dent enough actually to try 
and do something about it. 


No Neat Solution 


This roused a cankerous ir- 
ritation in the country’s vari- 
ous establishments because 
Gordon was pointing up ex- 
plicitly a situation which 
couldn’t be solved in the neat 
grey way that Canadians pre- 
fer in dealing with their prob- 
lems. 

The economic benefits of 
American investment in Can- 
ada are so overwhelming that 
any appeal to control the in- 
flux of such funds was bound 
to be in conflict with the self- 
interest of many influential 
citizens. 

Gordon's aim was states- 
manlike: to alter the Cana- 
dian economic setting and 
gradually draw the people 
behind him in a crusade to re- 
capture control over the na- 
tion’s economic destiny. 

But he never managed to 
warm up to the people, or the 
people to him. This was a 
failure partly of method and 
partly of personality. His early 
attempts (notably the dis-

The shut- 
offs also disrupted service to a 
store and a number of homes 
in Leamington, 38 miles south- 
east of here, and a motel at 
Kingsville, 23 miles southeast 
of Windsor.

The company spokesman said 
today that although it was not 
known who was responsible for 
the latest shut - offs, ‘“‘it 
obviously was deliberate sabo- 
tage.” 

Similar’ incidents have oc- 
curred in the Sarnia are since 
the strike began and the com- 
pany has offered a $1,000 re- 
ward for information leading to 
the apprehension of those re- 
sponsible for the shut-offs.

Lest anyone choose to read 
into this admission of error 
more than I offer, however, 
let me make it plain that the 
donkey to which I pinned the 
wrong tail—the general strike, 
and strikes in general—re- 
mains a donkey still. 

Iam not anti-labor, as has 
been suggested since I voiced 
the above opinion. But along 
with a probable heavy major- 
ity of British Columbians, 
I am convinced that the strike 
as a backer-up of labor’s de- 
mands has outlived its useful- 
ness. It hurts everybody arid 
everything, including union 
solidarity, 

We may, as matters now 
stand, face a partial work 
stoppage. Only by wishful 
thinking, however, can it any 
longer be termed a general 
strike. 

Too many union men have 
reflected soberly upon what 
such a tie-up would mean 
to them, their families and 
the provincial community, and 
have declared themselves 
egainst it. 

In this, they acted with.a 
wisdom that speaks well for 
them and their leaders. 

No flexing of labor's mus- 
cles is going to guarantee job 
security; and those who still 
maintain that it will are. look- 
ing not to the future but the 
past. 

Uur times are changing, as 
they have been doing since 
man first worked out his def- 
initions of time. In my own 
years, I have seen the pace 
accelerate steadily. To cling 
to outworn arguments, meth- 
ods and weapons is to court 
disaster. 

I suggest as simple fact that 
job security im terms of the 
jobs very many of us now 
hold is mere wishful thinking, 


That management must also 
change with its times is ap- 
parent to any observer. 

The management that sees 
in this present situation a 
golden chance to bust a union 
is outdated in its ~ thinking, 
and would do well to revise its 
policies. 

As for government, I have, 
indicated plainly and more 
than once in this. corner my 
belief that it should mend/ its 
relations with organized labor. 

Why, for instance, the insist- 
ence on maintaining labor 2 
one of two portfolios woh 
which a minister is to rid 


with a foot slithering about \| 


on each back? 

Premier Bennett's explana- 
tion that labor and education 
must work close together in 
job training fails to convince. 
Of course they must: but not 
on a system of short rations to 
each. 

I'm well aware that the 
basic problems of automation 
aren't going to be worked out 
on the local scene, We could, 
though, set about providing, 
for the first time in the his- 
tory of government-manage- 
ment-labor relations in this 
provinee, an atmosphere re- 
ceptive to solutions. 

Labor Minister Peterson, 
even though tardily, has of- 
fered a lead of sorts. I hope 
the embroiled factions will at 
Teast spare time to weigh it.

But along 
with a probable heavy major- 
ity of British Columbians, 
I am convinced that the strike 
as a backer-up of labor’s de- 
mands has outlived its useful- 
ness. It hurts everybody and 
everything, including union 
solidarity. 

Today, even a partial work 
stoppage seems unlikely. Gov- 
ernment has made its ap 


_ Proaches. 


Too many union men have 
reflected soberly upon what 
such a tie-up would mean 
to them, their families and 
the provincial community, and 
have declared “themselves 
against it. 

In this, they acted with a 
wisdom that speaks well for 
them and their leaders. 

No flexing of labor’s mus- 
cles is going to guarantee job 
security; and those who still 
maintain that it will are look- 
ing not to the future but the 
past. 

Uur times are changing, as 
they have been doing since 
man first worked out his def- 
initions of time. In my own 
years, I have seen the pace 
accelerate steadily. To cling 
to outworn arguments, meth- 
ods and weapons is to court 
disaster, 

I suggest as simple fact that 
job security in terms of the 
jobs very many of us now 
hold is mere wishful thinking.

That management must also 
change with its times is ap- 
parent to any observer. 

The management that sees 
in this present situation a 
golden chance to bust a union 
is outdated in its thinking, 
and would co well to revise its 
policies. 

As for government, I have 
indicated plainly and more 
than once in this corner my 
belief that it should mend its 
relations with organized labor. 

Why, for instance, the insist- 
ence on maintaining labor as 
one of two portfolios upon 
which a minister is to ride 
with a foot slithering about 
on each back? 

Premier Bennett's explana- 
tion that labor and education 
must work close together in 
job training fails to convince. 
Of course they must: but not 
on a system of short rations to 
each. 

I'm well aware that -the 
basic problems of automation 
aren’t going to be worked out 
on the local seene. We could, 
though, set about previding, 
for the first time in the his- 
tory of government-manuge- 
ment-labor relations in this 
province, an atmosphere re- 
ceptive to solutions. 

Labor Minister Peterson, 
even though tardily, has of- 
fered a lead of sorts. I hope 
the embroiled factions will at 
least spare time to weigh it.
